CIIICAUO, May 14.—^o efforts were made

terial tn their causo, spout tho day mostly in 
discussing tlio situation. The request oC tho 
executive to.all members of tho association to 
strip work l-'riday evening was complied with 
by every one. ijy noon fully ono-half of tho

Tbc i'oek-out is now complete and 10,000 men 
are directly affected by it. If work is not re- 
sumed in « short time tho number of idlo men 
will lj« continually added to by the carpontors, 
planters, etc,, running out of work, and there 
is no lulling how many thousand men will suf- 
fer tho consequences of tho troubla 


Th« members of tho oxocutive commit-too of 


tho liuilders luul several conferences during 
the dny, but thoy refuMd to divulge thdr 
proceedings, Mr, Downey said ho expected 
Unit in n fow days tho mon would see tho 
error of thnir way, and whon thoy did so the 
arrangements for resuming work would bo 
satisfactorily adjusted. 
Ho replied, when 


:usl;od if tliuro was a scheme on fi>ot to import 
men to take the places of thoso who havo 
been locked out, "No, sir; Chicago brick- 
layers tiro good enough for us." 


John Pearson, ex-prosidont of tho Brick- 


layers' union, was a caller at tho builders' 
headquarters. 'Although ho via not thoro in 
an oflieial capacity, ho held a long discussion 
with Sir. Prussing, Mr. Downey, and othor 
members; but ho was not acting officially and 
only an informal talk was hold, in tho course 
of which Pearson said ho hud boon threatened 
by members of his union with throwing out 
of tho window for insisting on stating his 
views when thoy wore in opposition to thn 
majority of tbo men. 
Tho many members 


who wero present emphatically declared that 
they were now lighting for their rights as 
business men nml as citizens, and that they 
\vi.uld not yield, whatever mny be tho conso- 
Hiii-ni'iih to thorn. 


Tho ! Bricklayers on their side are equally 


emphatic in tlioir declaration that tbo build- 
ore will havo to yield. An intelligent 
mem- 


ber of the union said that if tho lock-out was 
continued, by Monday one-third of their 
members would leave Chicago for other cities; 
that ut least one-third more would get em- 
ployment hero from buildei-s who are not con- 
nected with tho JIastor Masons' association, 
and the others would bo taken euro of in vari- 
ous ways. Already, ho said, over 500 brick- 
layers have loft tho city to find employment 
elsewhere1. He claimed that the lock-out vras 
nothing moro nor loss than a bluir, mid that 
as tho men fully understood it thoy word not 
alarmed. Tho men ul headquarters scouted 
the idea of tho building material dealers ro- 
fusing ti; sell for cash, oven though they had 
signed a contract nut to do so. They argued 
that dealers who had brick or other material 
required in building for sale would not bo ter- 
rified into refusing to deliver it to thoso whe 
may purchase it. 


However this may be, at ti meeting of tho 


Northwestern Brick Manufacturers' associa- 
tion, at which thirty-Uirco firms wero repre- 
sented, it was resolved unanimously not to de- 
liver any brick pending a settlement of tho 
labor troubles and not to manufacture brick 
after next Wednesday, it tlio look-out con- 
tinues.

MOUND BUILDERS OR WHO? 


Inlol-cstllis: Discoveries 111 Otsoffo Coun- 


ty, S. V.— An Ancient Villugo Site. 
A very rciiKi;-l;ablc discovery was brought 


to li^bt n short time .1^° "P011 11"3 wo" known 
Siniij Hats at tho junction of tho Cbariotto 
u-iili tbu Si;squcb3iina, oa tlio south sijo of 
t! ic hitter stream, ut .1 point some two milos 
aliovo tbis villny. DuriDg the recent high 
w::U-r a bvoad current -.v:is in some wny di- 
verted [I'op.i tbo main channel across a bench 
oC nlluvinl land rising two or tbreo loet ftbovo 
tho general level oC tho neiKhboi'i:ip; bank. 
The ficlil hnving been plowed last fall nnd tho 
oil to tho depth of t\vo feot or moro consist- 
115 mainly of n fino alluvium, a gully two or 
.lirco rods v/ido nnd n_s many feot deep, to tbo 
•lay snbsoil, was cut clear across tho flold for 
si;io rods—to a "binnacle" or overflow put-

\\bon what was their surprise to notu in tho 


toni or tho now made channel many frag- 


ments of rude pottery mingled with (lint 
chips, arrow and spear points and similar i-o- 
nains. They gatlieivd many, ar.d tho news 
of tbo discovery spreading, tho spot has since 
JOCH visited by several jicrson.s. Tho site laid 
>aro by tho flood is unquestionably that of an 
'.boriginal village. 
Altogether some '2,000 


fragments of pottery have beer, taken from 
a few square rods of surface exposed, to- 
gether witb 100 s]war and arrow points— 
iiany of them of unusual form— sovcral (lint 
drills, as many "sharpening stones,11 two small 
;ranito axes, numerous uslnkors," etc. Sev- 
eral ancient Dreplaccs, of ri vor cobbles, bcd- 
deJ together, wero uisclosod, from otio of 
wiilch ft peck of charcoal fragments was ex- 
humed. Tho pottery, several pieces of which 
bhow an exterior surface of tbreo or four 
square inches, is both plain nnd ornarnontod, 
,bo latter in most intricate, design. One 
fragment shows a human face, but straight 
hu>?, variously combined, and curious punct- 
ured patterns nro tho prevailing type. Rims 
and edges, being tbe thickest and least porish- 
nblu portions, abound in tho collections made. 
i'bo plain potter}' is remarkably hard and 
well preserved, and in both plain and orna- 
mented the inside sarfnco is In. roost coses of 


bl.'icl; color, in strong contrast to tbo brick 


ml or chocolate hue of tbo exterior. 


Tlio top soil in ibo neighborhood abounds in 


hid ian relics, arrow and spear heads, "ham- 
mer stones," one! tho like, but it contains no 
sign of this pottery. Tradition runs that 
there was an Indian village in tbo locality. 
Bnt it mi^'ht well have existed two feet abovo 
tbo level luitl baro by tho flood. For there is 
nothing to prove that tho soil hod before 
been disturbed Cor ages. It indeed this bo 
Lho sito of the Indian village, then is ittobo 
said that thero cnn hardly exist that differ- 
ence between tbo Indians and tho mysterious 
mound builders which has been commonly 
supposed, for tbo pottory obtainod on tho 
Slado Hats is precisely tho saino as the pottery 


iniin-.Hl in "western mounds. 
Tt may be remarked In connection with this 


subject that a so called "Indian mound" ex- 
ists on falling's Island rot far bolow this an- 
cient village site; that thero is another nenr 
tLo mouth of tho Otsego creek, a third at Sid- 
iev nnd a fourth 171 tbo Unadilla vallej'. — 
OneonUi Herald.

therefore, as many years later, took a south- 
erly route to the land of Jlidiun, wkicli is 
commonly supposed to bavo boon situated east 
or tho Elanitic Gulf, although tho Midian in- 
tended hero must have been iji tho southern 
nnd eastern part of tbo Sinaitic peninsula. 
There through bis politeness to the daughters 
of tho priest of Midian, who, like tbo daugh- 
ters of tbo Ewlouin of to-day, were pasturing 
thoir father's f'.oelrs, ho became son-in-law of 
Jothro. 


This oxperieneo of Hoses was an important 


port of God's plan. Moses needed a different 
kind of training from that which ho had hod 
at tho court of Pharaoh. That training tin 
was to receive in tho awful solitudes of tbo 
wilderness through which ho was to conduct 
God's chosen people. At tbo time he fled 
from Egypt they were not ready for deliver- 
ance. Nor was tho timo ripo. Tho most 
powerful of tlu1 Pharaohs, if wo may believe 
tho concurrent testimony or Egyptian schol- 
ars, thou sat on tho throne. Thn timo for tho 
oiodus was to coined uring the decader.co oJ 
the Egyptian power under Morncphtab. God's 
providential leading was thus manifest at 
cvory stage of Hoses' life. 


Altar long years had elapsed tho glorious 


roipi of King llamsea II came to an end* Ho 
was followed by his thirteenth son, Merncph- 
tah. God heard tbo groaning of his people, 
and remembered hLi covenant witb Abraham, 
Isaac and Jacob. 


TUB UIS30X. 


Moses and ULs Flock (v. 1)— Moses was still 


Iroepingtho flock of his father-in-law, Jothro. 
It is probable that if in the enthusiasm of 
tarly manhood bo bad thought ho couM de- 
liver his people, ho had long since relin- 
quished that hope. At God's chosen time ho 
leads his flock to tho back part of tho wildcr- 
UIKS, to tbo mountain, which in subsequent 
history come to bo known as tbo mountain of 
God, 
which was then known as Horeb, and in 


other passages as Sinai, which Palmer holds 
was tlio samo as Jcbel Musa. 


The BuruiuR Bush (v. 2)— While there the 


angel of Jehovah, who is known in Ko\v Test- 
ament languaojo as tho Son of God, appeared 
to him in aflame of fire out of the midst of 
tho bush. Ho did not rccognizo at first wbo 
it was, but bo was amazed to sco a thorn busb 
ou fire which was not consumed. The mani- 
festation of God by firo is a favorite symbol 
in tho Old Testament. Perhaps it is difficult 
to bo sure of tbo typical signification intended 
hero by tho appearance in tbo bush. 


V. :;, At first Moses1 curiosity wai simply 


around. He said "I will turn aside and see 
this great sight— why the bush is not con- 
sumed." 
Vs. 4, 5. As ho turned bo found that it was 


not inertly a natural manifestation, but Cod 
himself called to him out of tbe midst of tbo 
bush, and bade him tako his sandals off bis 
feet, bocauso tho ground on which ho was 
standing was holy. To uncover the feet was 
a sign of reverence in tbo east, and still is to- 
day of somotbiuc tbo same sort as uncovering 
tho bead with us. 


V. C. God then proclaimed himself as tbo 


God of his "father," used in a collective ECUSO 
of Abrabam, Isaac and Jacob. Moses was 
afraid, when bo understood that it was God 
himself, to lopk on tbo thora bush, partly, 
perhaps, from n sonso of bis un worthiness and 
partly bocauso ho might have felt that IK* 
could not behold God nnd live. 


God Remembers His People (vs. 7-9)— God 


had not been unmindful of bis people. Every 
blow that had fallen from the lash of tho 
Egyptian taskmaster, and every ciy that they 
badlifted up, bad been marked by him and 
hod touched his heart 


Speaking as a man, so that Moses and bus 


people might understand him, bo says that bo 
has corno down to deliver them from tbo 
bands of tbo Egyptians and bring thorn irrto 
a good and largo country flowing with milk 
and honey. 


Tho country of Palestine, which Ls not 


much larger than tbo state of 3Tow Hamp- 
shire, would bo a. small country to us, but in 
comparison with tho land of Goshcn, only 
port of which they occupied, or oven of tho 
upper part of Egypt itself, which oinbrnccs 
only tho valley of the Nile, which is not more 
than sovon miles wido, it would seem to borft 
wide country. According to tbo testimony 
of other ancient writers it was a very fruit 
ful country, and might well bo spoken of, in 
a figurative scnso, as lion-ing with milk anil 
honey. 


"The Carjattnites— Tho nations bore men- 


tioned are only a part of thoso sometimes 
enumerated. 
\Vo know from modern inves- 


tigations that tbo niLtitos wero a very power- 
ful people, who resisted Ramses II for year's, 
alld who finally made a treaty of peaco with 
him on equal terms. Tho term Canaar.ites, 
which literally means lowlanders, is some- 
times used o£ ono people, as here, sometimes as 
embracing all the other peoples. 


Human Instruments (vs 10,11) — Although 


God has infinite power, when he, has a wu:'l: 
to do ho uses human instruments. This :.- 
thelawof bis kingdom. Ho therefore bills 
Moses bring forth tbo people of1 Israel out of 
Egypt Moses shrinks from tho responsibil- 
ity, like every great soul who is worthy of 
one. Although ho may onco have felt us 
though ho might, help bis people, ho no longer 
feels tho strength or noibiciou for such a re- 
sponsible place. 
His long resilience in the 


wilderness causes him to shrink from contncl 
with tho proud monarch of Egyph, nnd ii 
seomoil to him impossible that he should he 
able to wrest his peoplo from thu powerful 
grasp of such a king. 


V. 1!.'. Moses' estimate of his own ability 


for such an important mission was correct 
Unaided by God ho was simply a rough shop. 
herd of tho wilderness, without influence nnrl 
without resources; but when Grid promised. 
"Certainly I will bo with thec,'1 bij had om- 
nipotent power at his back, and was ecjuai to 
anything. 


Uod promises him as a sign that when .be 


brings I'ortu the people out of Egypt they 
shall worship Uod on that mountain.
